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HERE has beena great deal of constructive talk about 
Reconstruction in general, but in relation to the arts 
in particular very little has been contributed of any 
practical application. At times it almost seems that the 
spate of words must soon exhaust itself, leaving behind 
it nothing but a faint impression of good intentions. It is 
something tangible that we both seek and need if good use 
is to be made of a branch of enforced civil inaction. 


“The effect of War on the Arts is not very clear, at 
any rate so far as modern total war is ‘~ncerned. The 
trappings of professional fighting were, perhaps, sufficiently 
colourful to inspire the Muse to some effect, and to drive 
the painter’s brush over.a sumptuous canvas. Heroism, 
also, is a fit subject for the artist in more than one field. 


But Art means much more than a dramatic recording of 
events ; in fact, there is little doubt that the false glamour 
which has been cast around the beastly business of human 
conflict has done more than anything else to perpetuate 
war and to bring about its recurrence as soon as the 
memory of realities has faded, leaving only the artist’s 
picture behind it. 


If Art means anything at all to human progress it must 
be something much more a part of the people’s life than 
this unreal tampering with the facts. No artist needs 
such a reminder that Art is real and serious less than 
does the architect, for reality and seriousness impose 
themselves upon him at every turn of practice. There 
may be excuses for the artist who can put his misguided 
work away in a drawer when its frivolity has been exposed, 
but there is none for the one whose work must stand in 
the open for all to see. ‘He must be very sure of himself 
and of what he is aiming at before he commits himself to 
his finished medium. 


Looking back over the last five and twenty years, we 
can hardly fail to admit the wide gap which has been left 
between opportunity and performance. In some ways the 
problems of 1919 were not very different from those which 
are likely to face us when peace returns. The one was, 
and the other will be, a period of rebuilding, in which the 
aim of better building ‘will be common to both. Oppor- 
tunity then faced, and will soon face again, in no stinting 
mood, the architect and builder of the Twentieth Century. 
We cannot afford to let it pass twice within one short 
period of history. 


One of the first steps to be taken, if we are to mend 
our ways, is to bring architecture into the social life as a 
thing as familiar as housekeeping, as clothing, and as 
feeding, so that it becomes something less like an obscure 
medicine made up upon a Latin prescription by physicians 
working within an atmosphere of close mystery. It 
means getting to work upon the human being at a very 
early stage. It means, in fact, adding something to the 
educational scheme as definite as “the Three ‘R’” and 
more useful than some of the other ever-changing “ extras ” 
which make up the overcrowded curricula of the modern 


schools. The boy and girl of the coming generation must 
learn that building is a real thing, as subject to right and 
wrong as any other human activity. They must learn that 
building is, in fact, architecture, and that this much mis- 
understood subject means more than an ability to dis- 
criminate between a Norman arch and its Perpendicular 
opposite number ; that good architecture to-day must mean 
neither a startling piece of ‘“‘ freak ”’ building nor a clever 
imitation of some museum piece. 


It is, of course, more easily said than done ; for we shall 
not be content with the benevolent practitioner who makes 
his occasional visit to the nearest secondary school equipped 
with his case of lantern slides of the Parthenon and the 
Taj Mahal, and leaves with the sound of perfunctory 
applause and a fulsome vote of thanks ringing in his ears. 
He will not be deceived into a belief that he has really 
done much towards bringing architecture home to the 
people, and neither shall we. 


It means, rather, attacking the problem much nearer 
the source, and in immediate and practical terms; it 
means a close liaison between the Board of Education and 
the Board of Architectural Education, in which a resolve 
to work immediately towards this common end is made 
forthwith. 


It may well be that it will be found that the art school 
system has already the potential machinery for such 
developments. Every town throughout the country 
already has, or has near access to, the premises, the staff, 
and the financial support. But we can hardly fail to feel 
that the country is getting a poor return for its money. 
The numbers who leave these places equipped to earn 
their livings as a result of their training must represent a 
small proportion of those who go there; and it is inevitable 
that this should be so, and, in a sense, desirable, since the 
world could hardly do with so many technicians if all 
came out complete in their equipment. Surely there is 
something very wasteful in the system which reaps so 
small a harvest from so wide a sowing. 


But if only the system could be adapted to more general 
objectives, leaving technical training to fewer and better 
equipped establishments, there would remain a great work 
before the country art schools, to infuse the idea of art 
and of its delights for the ordinary man and woman into 
the rising generation of citizens. 


Surely that is what has been most lacking in our efforts 
to rebuild a better England. The architect has had to 
struggle against the feeling that he has been working in a 
world which has not only misunderstood him but has 
had no real desire for his work. This has forced him, 
in self-protection, into a sacerdotal attitude which only 
aggravates his complaint. We need to remember that 
the Dark Ages were dark because self-interest treated 
mystery as something to preserve, whereas in every great 
age man has strained every nerve to solve mystery and 
reveal the facts behind it.

‘“* The Builder ’’: Reduction of Size of Page. 
BEGINNING with our next issue (the first 
of a new volume) the size of The Builder 
page will be slightly reduced.

Speech is Silver— 

—But silence is golden, especially where 
the written word and the paper on which 
it is printed are concerned. For paper is 
to-day worth its weight in gold to the 
country—as a vital munition of war. It 
enters into the construction of many 
articles used by the Services, and no 
matter what its condition, scrap paper 
can be pulped and reused again. We ask 
architects and constructional firms who 
have not already turned out their old or 
superfluous ledgers, papers, magazines 
and catalogues to do so now. Your local 
waste-paper merchant, will collect it and 
pay you the market rate, and the Waste- 
Paper Recovery Association, 154, Fleet- 
street, E.C.4, will put you in touch with 
him. 


Extended Control of Civil Building. 

Fut particulars of the extension of 
control over civil building, announced by 
the Ministry of Works last week to take 
effect as from January 1, 1942, are given 
on page 583 of this issue. It will be seen 
that the need for work carried out by local 
or highway authorities and public utility 
undertakings to be authorised by the 
appropriate Government Department if 
the cost exceeds £100 remains unaffected ; 
but the categories of work of construction, 
reconstruction or alteration carried out by 
other persons which already need a Min- 
istry licence if they exceed a cost of £100 
are extended to include demolition, repair 
(including war damage), decoration, pro- 
tection against hostile attack and main- 
tenance. It will be seen, too, that the 
revised Regulation introduces a new 
method of control—a system of “ ration- 
ing’ applicable to a single property, 
which means that “‘ the total cost of all 
work of the kinds specified above which 
may be done on a single property (i.e., 
- generally speaking, on a Schedule A unit) 
in a year must not, without a licence, ex- 
ceed the sum of £100.” As the Ministry 
point out, the inclusion of “‘maintenance”’ 
work within the control means, in effect, 
that a licence will almost certainly be 
required if only one man is permanently 
employed on the maintenance of a single 
property because wages are included in 
the £100 limit. If any work is carried out 
in contravention of the Regulation, not 
only the person who is paying for it, but 
also the architect, the engineer, or other 
person employed in a supervisory capacity, 
will each be guilty of an offence against 
the Regulation. 

These changes have been made because 
it is now more than ever necessary to 
restrict building work to the essential 
minimum and because more men must be 
released from the building industry for 
the Forces and for munitions. Whole- 
hearted co-operation by all concerned in 
making the revised Regulation effective 
will not only help to avoid unnecessary 
trouble and expense, but will be an aid to 
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the winning of the war, and is therefore 
a patriotic duty. 

We would take this opportunity of re- 
minding those employers. not registered as 
building or civil engineering contractors, 
and who have in their direct employment 
staff engaged in the mainteuance of their 
own premises but have not made the 
return on Form B.C.E.4 (available at the 
Employment Exchanges), to do so imme- 
diately. The number of firms who have 
not done so is, we understand, greater 
than those who have. 


The Architectural Copyright Case. 

On December 17, Mr. Justice Uthwatt 
gave judgment on the question of costs in 
the action Meikle and Others v. Maufe 
and Another. With regard to the fact 
that the defendant had failed in some 
of the issues he thought that the proper 
order to make would be that the defen- 
dant pay the plaintiff half the costs of the 
action, including the shorthand notes. A 
full report is on page 578. 


United Artists’ Exhibition, 1942. 

THe Royal Academy, in collaboration 
with 26 other art societies, has organised 
for January-March, 1942, a second United 
Artists’ Exhibition on the same lines as 
the first, which was held in January- 
March, 1940. It consists of paintings, 
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drawings, engravings, lithographs, and 
sculpture, all of which will be for sale at 
prices fixed by the artists contributing the 
works. The surplus of the gate-money, 
after payment of expenses, will be given 
by the Royal Academy to H.R.H. the 
Duke of Gloucester’s Red Cross and St. 
John Fund; and the artists have agreed 
to resign one-half of the proceeds of sales 
of works, to be divided equally between 
the Red Cross and St. John Fund and the 
Artists’ General Benevolent Institution. 

All members of the 27 societies collabo- 
rating in the scheme have been invited to 
exhibit, and also a number of other artists 
not belonging to any society. The exhibi- 
tion thus provides a very interesting 
review of the different styles and tenden- 
cies of contemporary British art; and it 
is hoped that the intention of the con- 
tributing artists, and the efforts of the 
Executive Committee elected by the 
societies, will be rewarded by an appre- 
ciative and generous response from the 
public. 


Building in the United States. 

Tue United States war with Japan will 
directly affect her building industry. 
During the past twelve months, building 
activity in the States has broken all 
records. At the same time building costs 
have increased by about 10 per cent. Last 
October there was a shortage of certain 
building materials such as aluminium, 
brass, lead, steel, zinc, copper and metal 
fixtures required for preparing certain 
lighting and refrigeration. A ban was 
therefore placed on some sections of non- 
defence building. The Supply Priorities 
and Allocations Board stated that no 
public or private construction requiring 
materials, of which there was a special 
shortage, might be started, unless these 
projects were either necessary for direct 
national defence or were essential to the 
health and safety of the people. 

The responsibility has been placed upon 
Mr. Nelson, Director of Priorities, to 
review all public works now being carried 
out by various Government Departments. 
This means a _ reconsideration of all 
Governmental non-defence expenditure. 
It is anticipated that the war with Japan 
will necessitate a further control over 
American builders in the interests of 
national defence. 


Honorary Hospital Appointment. 

Mr. T. C. Frienp has been appointed 
hon. architect to the North Devon Infir- 
mary, in succession to Mr. J. C. South- 
combe, L.R.I.B.A., F.S.I., who resigned 
the position after a long period of service. 


Notice and Change of Address. 

Mr. C. BeresForp MarsHALL, of Messrs. 
Marshall and Tweedy, F.R.I.B.A., has 
recently been promoted to Squadron 
Leader and taken up an appointment with 
the Air Ministry.

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AN ARCHITECT’S VIEW OF RECONSTRUCTION 


5.—THE LARGE CITY 


By H. V. LANCHESTER, F.R.1.B.A. 


Tue defects to be found in most of our 
great cities have already been referred 
to, but no description of these is uni- 
formly applicable. It would not be 
appropriate to deal with each of these as 
individual cases, this being the function 
of the Authorities concerned with their 
reconstruction and development; the 
obviously useful course is to formulate 
the general principles which can _ be 
regarded as basic demands to be met in 
laying down a programme for remodel- 
ling. The requirements for the Adminis- 
trative and Commercial Centres have 
already been mentioned and the im- 
portant influence of the topography of 
the site touched on, but these only carry 
us a short way on our road. 

Having pictured a centre relatively 
limited in area devoted to the adminis- 
trative, commercial and _ professional 
activities, we have to supplement this by 
the much more extensive demands of 
industry, housing and all the ancillary 
requirements that will supplement the 
capacity of the city to earn its living by 
all the factors that assure for the citizens 
of every class a wholesome, healthy and 
happy life suited to all ages from birth 
to death. 

With this in view, consideration must 
be given, not merely to the locations of 
industries and the housing of the 


workers, but also to those for ethical, - 


educational and health services, for 
recreation and entertainment as well as 
for the convenient distribution of retail 
trade and the subsidiary administrative 
offices. The relationship of all these will 
determine the pattern for the communi- 
cations, and this must therefore follow 
the vitally important decisions as to the 
suitable areas for specific purposes with 
the essential preliminary survey of the 
whole, having regard to its special: char- 
acteristics. 

The centre being established, the next 
demand for site allocations will be that 
of the major industries and large-scale 
warehouse accommodation. These will 
naturally be along the main lines of com- 
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munication, either water, rail or road, or 
combinations of these. The demands of 
transport are fundamental and will often 
result in the utilisation of reclaimed land 
or of areas not very suitable for other 
purposes. Industry may be considered 
in three groups, viz., small and light 
businesses, heavy industries, and offen- 
sive trades. For the first, a wider dis- 
tribution may be tolerated; the second 
must be well away from the central area, 
but easily accessible to the workers; 
while the third has to be definitely iso- 
lated. Therefore, the most important in- 
fluence on the general plan will be the 
provision for heavy industry, which 
seems to suggest a belt along the water 
frontages or on one or both sides of the 
rail, main road, or canal giving trans- 
port services. The details of such ser- 
vices do not concern us here; what does 
is the arrangement of the workers’ 
houses, which should be near at hand, 
but not near enough to be disturbed by 
the noise and vibration, or the fumes, if 
any. Sometimes playing fields or other 
open spaces are interposed; these, groups 
of storage blocks, or some other measure 
should be adopted. 


As regards housing in general, the sites 
for this will be selected with due regard to 
reasonable proximity to places of employ- 
ment, but must not disregard convenient 
access to open spaces for various forms 
of recreation and outdoor exercise. - The 
alternation of strips in the following 
series, viz., open space—housing—indus- 
tries — housing — open space—radiating 
from the city centre, seems to fill this 
demand most effectively, but it will 
probably be qualified to some extent by 
the natural features of the city site. 


Housing areas so placed with open 
ground in close proximity can be occu- 
pied up to densities in accordance with 
standards laid down on the following 
lines, assuming well-selected sites and 
skilful design for the building: One adult 
(or two children under ten years of age) 
requires 2,000 feet gross cubic content of 
building, but only some types of home 
are suitable for young children; cottages

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are the best, and with these about 80 
persons to the acre can be accommodated. 
Block dwellings providing for children 
can be designed to house about 140 per- 
sons to the acre, and dwellings for adults 
end adolescents only, up to 300 to the 
acre, but this proviso in regard to occu- 
pants is, for obvious reasons, rarely desir- 
able. Thus it will be seen that cottage 
development implies a limitation of, say, 
160,000 gross cubic feet per acre, and the 
most intensive block treatment usually 
four or five storeys in height 600,000 gross 
cubic feet per acre. The acreage is 
assumed to be based on that occupied by 
residences only, and the access roads to 
these, and does not include the areas for 
such ancillary demands as places of 
worship, schools, shops, etc., and is also 
exclusive of the proportion of public 
open space to be provided in proportion 
to the population served. The main 
reason pressing for high densities is in 
affording the worker quick and easy 
access to his place of employment. A 
comprehensive plan for the town as a 
whole would enable the housing areas to 
be less closely occupied. 


There will, of course, be a proportion 
of houses on a larger scale than the cot- 
tage both as regards building and garden, 
and also flats of a superior type, but ex- 
tensive planning on the~:basis of the 
larger terrace type is hardly to be 
expected. 

Taking these standards on the broadest 
basis, and allowing areas in fair propor- 
tion for commerce, industry, recreation, 
traffic, etc., it will be found that a well- 
laid-out city accommodates about 40 per- 
sens to the acre. Some of our larger 
towns at present house some 60 or 70. 


Details of the arrangements for cottage 
housing demand some further considera- 
tion. First, the road plan must be laid 
down having due regard to the contours, 
so as to avoid steep gradients and unsuit- 
able building sites; a large proportion of 
road area is uneconomic, as there will 
not be a great deal of traffic on a housing 
estate. except at a few centres devoted 
to shops, etc. Roads will, in any case, 
take up about one-quarter of the total 
area when 16 cottages to the acre are per- 
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mitted, but with this or a less density it 
is a good arrangement to reduce the 
separate house sites somewhat ‘and let 
each group enclose an open space at the 
back, which can be devoted to allotments, 
a children’s playground and other pur- 
poses. Thus, given a four-acre block, 
roads may require one acre, 64 house 
sites two acres, leaving a further acre 
for open ground used jointly as suggested 
above. 

Block dwellings have the advantage 
that they are economical where land 
values are high, and in facilitating the 
provision of heating and other services, 
and though when well planned they pro- 
vide suitably for family life, the open-air 
activities so valuable to health get less 
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obvious encouragement. They are popu- 
lar with those who are much away from 
their homes, but this should not allow 
building that is not planned to secure 
plenty of sun and air. 

Reverting to the general layout of the 
urban areas, we shall find that level, 
well-drained land will be in demand for 
industry, playing fields, and an aero- 
drome, so that where the proportion of 
this is limited, rising ground and un- 
*dulating sites can be allocated to housing 
for which this is suitable, except where 
the slopes are too extreme for economic 
development, in which case the best 
utilisation would be for parks or nature 
reserves.

Architects v. Non-practising 
** Architecturalists.”’ 
To tHE Eprror or The Builder. 

Sir,—The necessarily rigid definition of 
an “architect”? under the Registration 
Acts as one actually in practice involves 
a cogent question. There are, obviously, 
many of us who are not, and have no wish 
to claim to be, practising architects, but 
who are connected in one way or an- 
other with the architectural profession 
or with architecture—journalists, authors, 
teachers, lecturers, librarians, archeolo- 
gists (in the “ architectural ” sense), and 
the like, or a combination of them; and 
it seems desirable that at least an appro- 
priate and recognised collective term, if 
not organised recognition, should be 
available for these. It should include 
income-earning vocational workers, as 
well as specialist voluntary workers or 
scholars. “Honorary members,”’ and the 


like, of the professional bodies would be 
in the category, but only the most illus- 
trious are thus honoured, and no general 
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term is thereby conveyed. Organised 
recognition is not necessarily here advo- 
cated—certainly not a new society, heaven 
forbid !—only verbal identification. The 
qualifications which many have in their 
specific contingent vocations do not indi- 
cate the architectural denominator. 


There is a word already existing, 
though little used, which I propose for 
general adoption for non-practising archi- 
tectural vocations — “ architecturalist ’’; 
this is defined in the Oxford English Dic- 
tionary as ‘‘a professed student of, or 
connoisseur in, argehitecture,’’ and first 
recorded in 1861 ‘in a quotation from 
Beresford Hope, himself presumably one 
of them! The double termination ‘“‘-al- 
ist’”’ is not entirely satisfactory on 
analogy with “‘ agriculturalist ” and other 
words (of which the “ O.E.D.” gives no 
list), as some of these do in a sense 
practise; a better suggestion is therefore 
welcome. Such a term would, I suggest, 
clearly indicate the vocational connection 
with the subject with no practising impli- 
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cation, and give some coherence to a con- 
siderable but as yet amorphous and 
acephalous body of professional or acade- 
mic people. 

There is the border-line case of those 
who have, in fact, received professional 
training, and even practising experience, 
in architects’ offices, but sufficiently long 
in the past to be outside the legal defini- 
tion; yet such qualifications once acquired 
are never entirely lost, and “ex-architect ”’ 
might be a permissible name for these. 
The foregoing definition of the whole 
category might, of course, raise dreadful 
questions of ‘“‘ qualification,’ including 
those of an “‘ academic” character; but 
at that point silence might be the wisest 
counsel for

Training Scheme for Young Technicians. 
To tHe Epitror or The Builder 


Sir,—In most of the issues of your 
journal I have noticed an appeal for more 
building trade technicians and senior 
operatives, and therefore I would suggest 
that a training scheme be started in order 
that suitable persons might be trained for 
these positions. 

There are training schemes in operation 
for almost every type of mechanical and 
aeronautical engineering, but for one of 
the most important war- (and peace-) time 
industries there is no similar scheme. 

One might ask who are the people we 
can train. The men over military age are 
too old and those under are too young. I 
cannot answer for the older men, but for 
the younger ones I can. 

In the trade to-day there are thousands 
of boys between 16-19 employed as 
labourers, storekeepers, clerks, etc., who 
are simply longing for the chance to gain 
a little learning. I know that a great 
majority are at the moment quite content 
to remain labourers, etc., but what about 
the small minority? Surely if every 
manager or general foreman were to look 
around their jobs they would find one or 
two boys who could be trained in build- 
ing construction, draughtsmanship, build- 
ing inspection, general building trades, etc. 

These boys in the majority of cases 
cannot afford to pay for special classes; 
even if they could, it would take three or 
four times as long as if they put their full 
time to it. : 

These lads have a right to be taught 
and would welcome this scheme. 

For the older men, many foremen and 
mechanies could, with a little more know- 
ledge, easily become efficient general fore- 
men, etc. 

The introduction of a training scheme 
would, in my opinion, result in a speeding 
up of the erection of the war factories, 
repair of war damage, etc., and would 
also ensure that we have sufficient trained 
men for the great peace-time rebuilding.

J. R. Moore Simpson, Coxtie House occupies the site of an 
unworkable house that was pulled down, the new house 
making full use of the drive and existing outbuildings and 
the old garden. The principal aspect, south-south-west, was 
also one that suited the client’s ideas.

The construction is with cavity walls, the lower storey being 
15in. thick and the upper 1lin., the ground floor having been 
built more heavily to lessen the transmission of sound through 
the fabric. With the same intention, the floors throughout the 
house are constructed as double timber floors, the ceiling joists 
being independent of the floor joists, with insulating quilt

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between. No partition rests on the wood 
flooring, support being provided by con- 
crete slabs or steel. As a result, the house 
is almost entirely free from shrinkage 
cracks, and there is a welcome quietude 
between room and room. 

The elevations are carried out in multi- 
coloured 2-in. brickwork, with a red-tile 
roof and white windows. A pillared and 
pedimented doorcase marks the front 
entry, and in contrast to its white wood- 
work are a pair of green doors with black 
fanlight over. 

The planning differs on the two floors. 
Downstairs there is a simple expansive 
arrangement on the Georgian model, 
while upstairs a modern scheme is carried 
out, making the fullest, use of the space, 
and embracing six bedrooms, two bath- 
rooms, and nursery in the main portion, 
and four servants’ bedrooms and bath- 
room on this floor and in the attic. It 
was a requirement that there should be 
an air of spaciousness in hall and landing, 
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and that the kitchen and staff quarters 
should be separated from the main part 


of the house on each floor. This the archi- 


tect has skilfully achieved. Also to be 
remarked are the built-in cupboards in 
every bedroom, as well as three linen 
cupboards and eight good store cupboards 
for general use. 


The decoration and furnishing of the 
rooms is in keeping with the style of the 
house. There are fine panelled mahogany 
doors, oak strip floors overspread by 
Oriental rugs, well-chosen window hang- 
ings with wood pelmets that match the 
cornice, crystal electroliers, and furniture 
that displays once again the pleasing 
forms of eighteenth-century design. The 
drawing-room has a carved pine mantel- 
piece with a picture by F. de Brackeleer 
above it, and on the inner long wall are 
two glass-fronted niches displaying china. 
In the dining-room the pictures are all 
of ships.

MR. J. R. MOORE SIMPSON, F.R.I.B.A., ARCHITECT. 
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~LONDON RESPLENDENT 


By A. E. RICHARDSON, A.R.A.* 


The Corporation of the City of London, and 
the London County Council, have conjointly 
prepared statistics for remodelling the dam- 
aged centres. The foremost authority on 
town planning has been engaged to advise. 
There can be no complaint of the measures 
in hand, or of the comprehensive scope of 
the undertakings. Similar schemes, equally 
broad. and sympathetic, have been initiated 
in other great cities and towns. Such is the 
use which has been made of public depart- 
ments to prepare ground work for new civic 
developments. In the case of London’s future, 
one thing only is lacking, a really imagina- 
tive architectural plan which could provide 
suggestions without manufacturing cobweb 
distinctions. 

Thanks to the inspiration of the President, 
supported by the talent of the architect mem- 
bers of the Royal Academy, a plan for Metro- 
politan improvements is now ready for public 
inspection. 

lt becomes clear that the problem of re- 
modelling London as an architectural entity 
requires intense sympathy for and considera- 
tion of distinguishing characteristics. Pro- 
cedure may well be tedious and intricate. 
There is the necessity to guard against build- 
ing speculation, the need to prevent the 
exploitation of sites and amenities ; and, above 
all, the necessity to encourage designs for 
buildings which will be good to look upon, 

lf balance, combined with an imaginative 
ideal, is necessary to even approximate suc- 
cess in this gigantic task, it 1s obvious that 
some disinterested authority should ‘be called 
into being to correlate activities already in 
motion. Te has been suggested that the Royal 
Fine Art Commission is the properly consti- 
tuted body for the purpose. But it 1s impor- 
tant that the Commission as an entity should 
be given power to enforce the decisions it 
makes. 


The reference of all important designs to @ 
controlling authority implies that these pro- 
ductions will at least be of a high standard 
before they are submitted. . . . It would be 
wrong to conceive meanly of the art, to say 
that its great days of production are past; 
the unending pursuit of the ideal can never 
languish. There remains, however, one cogent 
question : ‘‘ Are there sufficient architects in 
England capable of undertaking works of civio 
importance? ’”’ If not, a post-graduate school 
should be set up immediately, under Govern- 
ment auspices, to encourage the study of 
Civic design. If this is not done the country 
will experience a spate of experiments in 
cube masses which will be horrific. We shall 
have the gasometer style. 

By proper vigilance the art of architecture 
can be brought once again to greatness, and 
can be employed with advantage for the em- 
bellishment of London. But mere diligence 
or the accumulation of data cannot be ex- 
pected to rebuild the Metropolis as a model 
for other cities to emulate. There must be 
apprehension of what is required, co-operation 
of interests, as well as artistic proficiency. 
It will be seen that among the preliminary 
stages of reconstruction, control of sites and 
buildings should take front place. Fresh 
legislation will be necessary; for many years 
the rationing of materials for priority works 
only will have to be considered. Speculative 
building must never again be allowed to 
flourish. In other words, a consecutive pro- 
gramme, a sort of hundred years’ plan, is 
foreshadowed. Our architects may be strong 
with desires and new thoughts, but the cul- 
tured public will remember that the new is 
but the old with a fresh mantle. The basic 
principles of the art are reflected over and 
over again ; the most adventurous should shape 
all things for truth and continuity. 

To frame a definite idea of London as it 
might be is a task for several groups of archi- 
tects. A mind of single purpose is less suited 
to the labour, and is prone to create fantasies 
which will lack the barest elements of prac- 
ticality. Yet it is permissible for anyone to 
indulge in speculative visions. If we make 
even a hurried examination of the problems, 
we find it falls into two main sections—

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namely, the City of London and Westminster 
—and the amorphous mass of buildings we 
call greater London. All persons, whether 
expert or otherwise, understand that the most 
important natural feature is the River Thames. 
If a transformation scene is to be devised, it 
should begin with the river frontage on the 
north bank. This, of course, refers to the 
City. The development of the southern bank 
is a natural sequence, and should in course 
of time be dealt with. St. Paul’s Cathedral 
is the focal point in the vista extending from 
Blackfriars to London Bridge. The towers 
and spires of the City churches should be 
retained as dominant features of the skyline. 
The plan should include the clearance of the 
railway bridges and the extension of the river- 
side embankment to the Tower of London. 
The City of London would thus have the 
frontispiece it deserves. The south transept of 
St. Paul’s, with the majestic dome rising 
above, would be seen terminating a freshly 
opened vista from the new embankment. The 
broad bosom of the river would reflect the 
face of new London as in a mirror. All the 
masterpieces of Wren’s skill would be seen 
to full advantage, for it should be the purpose 
of the City of London to retain the spire of 
St. Bride’s, the dragon-topped steeple of Bow 
and the graceful silhouettes of other churches. 
I would go further and suggest that the dam- 
aged churches should be reroofed and used 
once more as places of worship for the 
citizens. What a scene this would be, one 
without compeer in the world—a river front- 
age of noble proportions, a new ordonnance of 
city palaces. Avenues and new vistas to a 
noble piazza round st. Paul’s, with easy 
access to the open spaces conserved for the 
beauty of the City! 

Of the replanning of inner and outer 
London, this is an aspect of the problem which 
belongs to less spectacular procedure. We 
must have widened streets, new round points, 
and awkward corners must be eliminated. 
Such things will help the problem of transport, 
and are no less vital to the future of the 
giant city, even though they be less dramatic. 

. . Let us conserve our open spaces and 
create many more. Let us ask for wise legis- 
lation that will limit the height of buildings, 
let. us petition for control that will encourage 
neighbourly manners in streeé architecture. 
. . . Let us rise in our wrath, clearing away 
redundant travesties, sweeping unnecessary 
lettering from fagades, denuding buildings of 
ostentatious decoration and chastening ab- 
normal skylines. And so practising the 
strictest economy, we might set about the 
remodelling of London, but shall need the 
interest of our fellows and the wisdom of 
learned institutions. ‘That London will rise 
resplendent is as certain as the victory which 
awaits our courage and our energy. 
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REDISCOVERY OF A FORGOTTEN 
MASTERPIECE

Durine the eighteenth century there 

seems to have been an unwritten law in 
England that every architect should pub- 
lish a book of designs dedicated to some 
member of our old nobility and enriched 
with an introductory preface conveying 
very much the same sentiment as the 
modern pavement artist’s “‘ All my own 
work. If worthy of a copper, I thank 
you.” 
- These entertaining human documents 
are rarely available in libraries, but they 
are often to be found in attics, or junk 
stores, or the twopenny boxes that are 
left outside second-hand bookshops when 
rain descends on Charing Cross-road, or 
in other odd and unexpected places. For 
instance, during the latest of those 
periodic upheavals in the offices of my 
firm, when decorators appear and all walls 
and ceilings are washed, stopped, and 
twice distempered to approved tints, I was 
peering anxiously into waste-paper baskets 
in search of my long-lost catalogue of 
favourite door knobs (as is my habit on 
such occasions) when I discovered, half 
buried in the rubbish, an

Now, I am a suburban fellow and have 
no ideas for Mausoleums. I have never 
designed a naval pillar to immortalise 
British heroism. I cannot even quote ex- 
tracts from Thompson’s “ Seasons” in 
praise of the miscellaneous assortment of 
houses and offices and schools and hos- 
pitals and boot shops my fellow country- 
men and women have commissioned me 
to devise for their use and occupation. 

I fear, therefore, that no book of mine 
can ever reach the actual stage of pub- 
lication. Yet I shall remain content. to 
bask in the reflected glory of my erudite 
fellow practitioner, Richard Elsam, whose 
work I am proud to have been instru- 
mental in rescuing from a waste-paper 
basket in Kingsway, and restored to the 
light of day, a hundred and thirty odd 
years after The Philanthropic Society 
printed it. 

The essay was published by E. Lawrence 
at 378, Strand, and in those remote days 
it could be purchased at Taylor’s Archi- 
tectural Library, Holborn; Edgerton’s 
Military Library, Whitehall; Hookham 


and Carpenter’s, Bond-street; Evan’s, 
Pall Mall; J. Asperne’s, Cornhill 
Palser’s, Surrey-side, Westminster Bridge ; 
and also of The Author at 21,Church-row, 
Newington Butts. 

Writing from that obscure and un- 
romantic address, Richard Elsam humbly 
dedicates his work to Her Royal Highness 
Princess Elizabeth, invokes continuance 
of the blessings of Divine Providence over 
Her Royal Highness’s illustrious parents 
(George the Third and Queen Charlotte) 


-and ardently prays that they may long 


reign the beloved Sovereigns over a happy 
and united nation. 

On the following page, he announces 1n 
very much larger and heavier type that, 
although he is impressed with the truest 
sentiments of gratitude and embraces the 
opportunity of returning thanks to his 
numerous friends and subscribers who 
have been pleased. to countenance and 
patronise his work, he is under the neces- 
sity of acquainting them that the price 
is unavoidably raised from £1 8s. to 
£1 11s. 6d., “‘ occasioned by a sudden and 
recent advance upon that expensive article 
of paper, which experienced an immediate 
rise as soon as it was known the country 
was inevitably plunged into another war.” 

The next three pages of the book are 
filled with the names and addresses of 
Richard Elsam’s patrons, headed by Her 
Most Gracious Majesty Queen Charlotte. 
Among others who had expressed willing- 
ness to subscribe £1 8s, and were expected 
to pay £1 lls. 6d. are: Mr. W. Gummer, 
Plumber, of Newington Butts; John 
Soane, Esq., R.A. Architect, of Lincoln’s 
Inn Fields; Mr. Nathaniel Rutt, Painter 
and Glazier, of Coleman-street; Lieut. 
Jas. Mayo, of the Duke of Kent’s Regi- 
ment; Mr. Pym, the Portrait Painter, of 
Newman-street; Mr. Meymott, the District 
Surveyor; Mr. Thomas Pritchard, of Rich- 
mond, Surrey, Bricklayer to his Majesty; 
Mr. John Hervey, Builder (who had 
ordered four copies) ; and Jonathan Sadler, 
Esq., Deputy Alderman for Coleman- 
street Ward. 

I am no expert on Rural Architecture, 
but, after careful scrutiny, Richard 
Elsam’s essay on that subject seems to 
me to have been written with an ulterior 
motive. Apparently Richard had resigned 
(or been invited to resign) his job in the 
building department of his Majesty’s 
Barrack-master General “in order to 
devote more of his time to such persons 
as may employ, continue to patronise, and 
honor him with their commands,” and he 
asserts that the designs with which his 
book is enriched have been composed at 
various time for different persons during 
hours of recreation from the duties of a 
public situation. 

The essay is bespattered with the usual 
quotations. A snippet from Pope’s Essay 
on Criticism; a snatch from Burke; three- 
quarters of a page quoting one Pomfret, 
‘in his celebrated poem of the Wish”; ~ 
ponderous extracts from Bishop Warbur- 
ton and Sir William Chambers; selections 
from Volume 1 of The Spectator and The 
Gospel according to St. Luke: and a 
hearty pat on the back for John Soane, 
Esq., R.A., who had promised to buy a 
copy of the published work. 

Richard Elsam was, I feel certain, a 
good gardener, for here and there, under- 
neath this top dressing of fruity stuff, he 
plants his own little seeds of dissension 
in places where they are likely to catch 
the light and grow strong and blossom in 
the fulness and joy of life. 

There is, for example, the rebuke (or, as 
one might say, “‘ raspberry ’’) presented 
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to Mr. James Malton, who had already 
forestalled him by publishing An Essay 
upon British Cottage Architecture. 

‘‘ With great respect for the talents of that 
zentleman,’’ says Richard slyly, ‘‘ I think he 
hath suffered his better taste to be overcome 
by a too zealous partiality for the rusticity 
of architecture : inasmuch as he hath strongly 
recommended the adoption of whatever 
ippears to have been the result of chance, 
the want of contrivance, and also of all regu- 
larity, than which, in detached small build- 
ings, nothing can appear more unseemly or 
unhandsome , . . Nor am I induced to believe 
he hath found many advocates inclined to 
support his opinions by the execution of those 
irregular incongruous plans he hath presented 
to the public.” 

According to Richard Elsam, the 
sreatest recommendation to the Cottage 
itself should be its lively appearance. I 
do not, myself, notice this particular 
attribute in any of Richard’s own designs, 
although he claims that 

‘‘ Persons who are desirous of partaking in 
a country life, as a relaxation from business, 
are not apt to be prepossessed in favour of a 
gloomy habitation; it may, therefore, not be 
improper to observe, that windows, glazed in 
small compartments of hexagons, have this 
effect; for although they are recommended by 
a late author, their defects are particularly 
conspicuous; which are obvious to all who 
have seen Mr. Charles Carpenter’s Cottage at 
Stockwell Green, lately converted into a house 
for the reception of insane persons.” 

In the middle of a learned disquisition 
on the rival merits of the Gothic, Castle, 
Roman and Grecian styles, Master Elsam 
introduces some sharp criticism of the 
church of St. Mary, Newington Butts, 
‘a recent edifice, a protuberance obtruding 
on the highway, whose exterior semblance 
conveys scarcely a better idea of a parochial 
church than a riding-school in Hyde Payk. 
It has been justly remarked that many of our 
best religious fabricks are only to be found 
lurking in by-streets, lanes and alleys; but 
it is less decorous that such a building as the 
one just alluded to should remain an obstruc- 
tion in the centre of a public road, a very 
great thoroughfare, and whereby the most 
serious accidents have occurred; in truth, its 
entire removal might not be unjustly ranged 
among the improvements to one of the 
approaches of the first commercial cities in 
Europe.” 

Richard Elsam was, I fear, an illogical 

fellow, for the most entertaining section 
of his book has nothing whatever to do 
with Rural Architecture. It is, in fact, a 
detailed account of a fearful feud with 
the district surveyor of St. Mary, Lam- 
beth, and Newington Butts, concerning 
the plans and elevations of three small 
houses “ which were began to be erected 
in the course of the last summer, 1802, 
upon an eligible piece of- ground near 
Vauxhall-gardens, in the field commonly 
called Parkfield, said to have belonged 
formerly to the family of Guy Vaux.” 
_“* The ground,” says Richard, ‘lies par- 
ticularly pleasant for a road-side box, and the 
buildings were meant to present the effect 
of one entire Villa, with a piece of ground 
in front, intended to form a sloping lawn 
down to the road side, inclosed by a fosse 
filled with water by the ebbing and flowing 
of the tide from the river Thames. 
_ ‘Perhaps few spots so near town could 
have presented a better, or a more cheerful 
situation for small houses; it being within 
two minutes’ walk of the gardens and within 
half an hour’s walk of any of the three 
bridges, yet sufficiently retired from the bustle 
on the road on gala nights and other public 
occasions, 

“They were, however, impeded in their 
progress by the extraordinary conduct of Mr. 
Charles Alexander Craig, the district sur- 
veyor, to which alone Mr. Clark, the builder, 
attributes his ruin and failure in that specu- 
lation.” 

After discoursing in detail on his con- 
ception of the duties of district sur- 
veyors, Richard asserts that in this par- 
ticular instance

** Mr. Craig attended upon the spot, but not 
till after commencement of the work, who 
then desired that some trifling alterations 
might be made, which were done; but, alas! 
when the buildings were carried to the height 
of one storey, this gentleman, in his sagacious 
calculations, discovered the houses were not 
within the rate or class of buildings which 
the act required they should be, and, in a 
very peremptory manner, insisted that they 
should be pulled down; accordingly the 
builder, who was very incompetent to judge 
of what rate houses they were, and conceiving 
that Mr. Craig’s great experience and repu- 
tation must overbalance the knowledge of a 
younger practitioner, very simply directed the 
fronts of his houses te be pulled down to the 
ground (without any appeal to the magis- 
trates), in which state they remain to the 
present moment, Mr. Clark suggesting to the 
public, and to the gazing spectators passing 
along that public road, that Mr. Elsam was 
the person who led him, Clark, the builder, 
into that dilemma.” 

Thereupon Richard approaches the Dis- 
trict Surveyor 
‘to learn in what respect his designs were 
not conformable to the meaning of the Act 
of Parliament,’’ and reports that Mr. Craig, 
‘‘instead of giving me satisfactory and in- 
telligent information, treated the subject in 
the most ambiguous and mysterious manner.”’ 

Richard is so confident of the justice of 
his case that he decides to wait upon the 
District Surveyor in person. 

‘*T was anxious, solicitous and extremely 
desirous to undeceive Mr. Craig, but he abso- 
lutely refused to hear anything upon the sub- 
ject, and in the most uncivil manner desired 
me to quit his house, for presuming to suspect 
the accuracy of his mathematical calcula- 
tions.” 

Incensed by this rebuff, Richard takes 
expert opinion of Mr. John Sanders, 
architect, Messrs. Angier and Randall, 
mathematicians, “‘ gentlemen of the first 
experience,” and “that able and profound 
mathematician, Dr. Hutton, professor of 
mathematics at Woolwich; and for his 
abilities and great talents he will allow 
me to profess the most venerable re- 
spect.” 

It seems to me a very odd coincidence 
that Mr. Sanders, Mr. Angier, Mr. Ran- 
dall and Dr. Hutton should all promise to 
buy copies of Richard’s book and unani- 
mously endorse the calculations on which 
his designs for the three houses near 
Vauxhall-gardens had been based. 

Richard Elsam concludes his recital of 
this unfortunate controversy with the 
following dignified rebuke and open chal- 
lenge :— ; 

‘Mr. Clark, the builder, is now a prisoner 
in the King’s Bench. 

“‘ Various reports as to these houses hav- 
ing been circulated prejudicial and extremely 
injurious to my reputation, I have ‘been ad- 
vised. to clear up, through the medium of 
this publication, my own character, and to 
explain such particulars as may convince my 
friends and the public how unjustly I have 
suffered and have been impugned, through 
Mr. Craig’s new system of mathematics; yet 
this gentleman is a district surveyor of two 
parishes, one of them the largest within the 
environs of the metropolis. 

“* Having thus far vindicated by own con- 
duct, I now beg leave to call upon my 
learned friend, Mr. Charles Alexander Craig, 
to explain to the public the process by which 
he hath arrived at his marvellous conclusions, 
or if, upon a revision he should find them 
erroneous, to ingeniously acknowledge his 
error, and so to make the best possible repar- 
ation, now in his power, to the injured repu- 
tation of a professional man. 

‘Tn laying this plan and statement of facts 
before the public, my pen hath been in- 
fluenced by no other motive than a just 
ambition and desire to rescue my professional 
reputation from the obloquy to which it has 
been destined, pro tempore, by a mistaken 
individual.” 

At first sight there may not appear to be 
any particular reason whv Richard Elsam 
should deyote more than six pages towards

the close of his essay on Rural Architecture 
to an illustrated description of his ‘‘ Idea for 
the Naval Pillar, presented as a Design, in 
consequence of an advertisement inserted in 
the public jourhals (in 1799) inviting artists 
of every class and denomination to send in 
their Plans, Elevations, and Sections for that 
object, to Alexander Davison, Esq., of St. 
James’s-square, upon promise that the best 
should be rewarded by suitable premiums.”’ 

The explanation is, however, perfectly 
clear. ‘‘ The premiums,” says Richard, 
“have not yet been awarded.” 


On the occasion of the next periodic re- 
decoration of the offices of my firm, 1 
shall explore the waste-paper baskets 
once again, as is my habit at such times. 

It may be that I shall find there a first 
folio edition of the plays of Shakespeare, 
or one of the lost books of Vitruvius or 
Virgil. 

I may even retrieve a monograph by 
Mr. Charles Alexander Craig, district sur- 
veyor of St. Mary, Lambeth, and Newing- 
ton Butts, containing some observations 
on the craftsmanship of Mr. Clark, the 
builder. 

But the one thing I fear I shall never 
recover is that long-lost catalogue of my 
favourite door knobs. 


POST-WAR REPLANNING 


LORD BALFOUR OF BURLEIGH ON 
FACING THE FACTS. - 


SPEAKING at Welwyn Garden City on “‘ Re- 
construction After the War,’’ Lorp Batrour 
or BurzetcH (Chairman of the 1940 Council) 
said that unless we prepared in advance for 
reconstruction the war would not be worth 
winning. He believed we had got now a 
greater degree of national unity than we had 
ever had before, and he believed there was 
going to be a lasting unity which was going 
to see us through some of the difficult stages 
of reconstruction. A factor which he thought 
was full of hope for the future was that. there 
was a great realisation of past mistakes on 
the other side of the Atlantic as well as here. 
“Tt is no use ‘funking’ the difficulties,’’ 
he added. ‘‘ They will be formidable, and 
that is why it is important that we should be 
thinking about them now. We in this 
country will still have to live by our exports. 
At the same time we are faced with the fact 
that the world is becoming industrialised to 
a scale unlike anything we have known. It 
is no use thinking that nineteenth-century 
economic doctrines will solve twentieth-century 
economic problems.”’ 


Lord Balfour also dealt with the question 
of physical reconstruction. ‘‘ Pre-war town 
planning,” he said, ‘‘ was comparatively a 
failure, and although it succeeded in prevent- 
ing some bad things being done it did not 
accomplish nearly enough constructive things. 
I think it has been both too local.and too 
negative. What we want to do is to make it 
both positive and national. You cannot town 
plan without set policies for agriculture, for 
industry, and for transport.’’ The basis of 
planning was the utilisation of land, and the 
basis of all planning had got to be the human 
needs of the population. To plan properly 
they had to organise the resources of the 
whole country, and they had to see how best 
they could be put to serve the needs of the 
population. 

He thought that in this problem of getting 
the world into a proper state after the war 
we were facing a bigger task even than that 
of winning the war. The whole world was 
waiting for a policy. The Germans had pro- 
duced the policy of the ‘‘ master race,’’ under 
which all industrial work had to be concen- 
trated for the Germans, with everybody else 
in the position of the inferior race. He 
thought it was time that the great Anglo- 
American democracies should produce a 
counter-proposal which would give not only 
America and ourselves, but the people under 
the German domination, something to fight 
for and hope for, and he thought that it must 
be based on the fact that a bargain was only 
a good bargain if it was good for both sides. 
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MEIKLE v MAUFE 
THE QUESTION OF COSTS 


In the Chancery Division, on Wednesday, 
December 17, Mr. Justice Uthwatt had again 
before him, on the question of costs, the action 
which was brought by Mr. Joseph A. Meikle, 
F.R.I.B.A., Mrs. Clara Ellen Smith (a widow) 
and Mr. Frank D. Chaplin against Mr. 
Edward Maufe, A.R.A., F.R.i.B.A.; and 
Heal and Son, Ltd., house furnishers, of 
Tottenham Court-road, London. - ; 

The claim in the action was by the suc- 
cessors in title of Smith and Brewer, a firm of 
architects, who alleged that the buildings put 
up in accordance with Mr. Maufe’s plans for 
Heal and Son, Ltd., and the plans them- 
selves, infringed the copyright vested in the 
plaintiffs in the artistic design of the build- 
ings, for which Smith and Brewer were 
responsible, and in the relative plans. Apart 
from questions of law, and the question 
whether the later buildings and plans repro- 
duce the work of Smith and Brewer, the main 
defence was that it was implicit in the trans- 
action between the defendants Heal and Son 
and Smith and Brewer, that Heal and Son 
and any architect employed by them should 
stand authorised to do what in fact had been 
done. 

Smith and Brewer acted as architects to 
Heal and Son for the erection of the northern 
part of their new building. Later, when Heal 
and Son extended their building to the south, 
Mr. Maufe was employed as architect. 

His lordship, in his judgment, said there 
were no special terms contained in the con- 
tract for the employment of Smith and 
Brewer as architects. They were appointed 
architects, and the matter was left at that. 
In connection with the building many plans 
were prepared by Smith and Brewer, and it 
was admitted by the defendants that the 
northern section was built in accordance with 
plans submitted by Smith and __ Brewer, 
though the fact that the firm were the authors 
of these plans within the meaning of the 
Copyright Act, 1911, was not admitted. The 
copyright in those plans became vested in 
Smith and Brewer for their partnership pur- 
poses, and the copyright in the artistic design 
of the building was also so vested in them. 
The result of their plans was that a novel 
building of an artistic character was put up 
in the Tottenham Court-road. Smith and 
Brewer, in his lordship’s opinion, were 
entitled to the architectural copyright in the 
building as well as the copyright in the plans. 

With regard to the question whether there 
was any implied agreement as was alleged 
in the defence, his lordship said he had to 
bear in mind the position that resulted from 
the provisions of the Copyright Act, 1911. 

Apart from any special bargain between the 
architect and the building owner, the latter 
was the owner of the plans prepared by the 
architect. But the architect owned the copy- 
right in the plans and also in the design 
embodied in the owner’s building. The build- 
ing owner might not, therefore, reproduce the 
plans or repeat the design in a new building 
without the architect’s express or implied 
consent. His lordship was. unable to infer 
any such term as that for which the defendants 
contended. In case the matter was ventilated 
in another Court, and had he come to a 
contrary conclusion on the question of an 
implied term, he would hold as a fact that 
if a term were to be implied, it was a term 
which would cover the extension which had, 
in fact, been carried out. 

Dealing with the question of damages, his 
lordship said it was conceded that certain 
letters did not, in fact, amount to a licence 
authorising the infringement of the plaintiffs’ 
copyright, but the defendants might well be 
forgiven for thinking that, gua Mr. Meikle, 
Mr. Maufe had a free hand so far as the 
artistic necessities of the building required 
him to follow the original design, and that 
was what Mr. Maufe had done. Taking all 
the circumstances into consideration, he 
assessed the damages at £150. 

It was pointed out that this sum was less 
than the amount paid into Court by the 
defendants with a denial of liability, and was 
not in respect of any particular course of 
action. 


For the plaintiffs it was pointed out that 
there were two separate issues here, and that 
the matter of costs was dealt with in the 
General Rules and was as follows: ‘If a 
defendant in an action for unliquidated 
damages denies liability, but pays money into 
Court, and the plaintiff proceeds with action, 
there are two distinct issues raised—viz., 
(a) whether the defendant is under any lia- 
bility to the plaintiff; and (b) whether the 
sum paid in is sufficient to cover the liability, 
if any. If the plaintiff succeeds in recovering 
from the defendant an amount which carries 
costs, even though it is less than the sum 
paid into Court, he succeeds on the first of 
these issues, and is entitled to the whole of 
the costs of the action down to payment in 
and the subsequent costs of the issue on which 
he has succeeded.”’ 

Mr. C. Harman, K.C., and Mr. J. Mould 
appeared for the plaintiffs; and Mr. Shelley, 
K.C., and Mr. Guy Aldous represented the 
defendants. 

Mr. Harman, for the plaintiff, contended 
that the main issue was that of liability, and 
upon that issue he had succeeded and was 
entitled to the costs. 

Mr. Shelley, for the defendants, submitted 
that he had succeeded on the issue of damages 
and that that was the main issue in the case. 

His lordship, giving judgment, said he had 
given the matter his best consideration, and 
having regard to the fact that the defendants 
had failed in some of the issues, he thought 
that the proper order to make was that the 
defendants pay the plaintiffs half the costs of 
the action, including the sherthand notes. 


LAW REPORT 


LIABILITY FOR RENT OF FURNISHED 
PREMISES REQUISITIONED UNDER 
DEFENCE (GENERAL) REGULATIONS. 


Kine’s Bencn Drvision. 
Before Mr. Justice Birkett. 


Swift v. Macbean. 

In this case the plaintiff, Mr. C. E. J. 
Swift, the landlord of No. 12, Quay-street, 
St. Ives, Cornwall, claimed to recover £40 19s. 
as the rent of those premises for the three 
months ending July 16, 1941, from the 
defendants, Mr. Ian G..Macbean and his wife, 
Mrs. P. Macbean, of Trewidden, The Wharf, 
St. Ives. 

The material facts were these: Under an 
agreement dated August 30, 1939, the de- 
fendants agreed with the plaintiff to take, 
furnished, No. 12 Quay-street, in the event 
of a declaration of war on any State by Great 
Britain at £3 3s. a week, payable monthly 
in advance, the tenancy to end with the 
cessation of hostilities. On March 7, 1941, the 
property and contents were requisitioned on 
behalf of the Ministry of Health under Regu- 
lations 51 and 53 of the Defence (General) 
Regulations, 1939. When this occurred the 
premises were vacant, the tenants to whom 
the defendant had sublet them having moved 
out. 

In these circumstances the defendants denied 
liability, alleging that because of the requisi- 
tioning of the property the agreement of 
August 30, 1939, was no longer binding on 
them, and that as the whole of its purpose 
had been defeated, the doctrine of frustra- 
tion applied. 

The landlord, however, contended that the 
obligations under the agreement remained in 
force and that a claim for compensation was 
the defendants’ only remedy. 

The defendants did claim compensation and 
were offered £25 a year by the district valuer, 
and which, it was urged, was all they could 
obtain against their liability for £163 16s. a 
year for- premises which they could neither 
occupy nor sublet. 

In giving judgment his lordship said it was 
not disputed that the doctrine of frustration 
did not apply to a demise of unfurnished 
premises for a term of years, and he was 
unable to accept the contention that the fact 
that the landlord owned the furniture on the 
premises made any difference. He was also 
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unable to hold that the present case came 
outside the cases cited to him merely because 
the period of the lease was undetermined. 
The doctrine of frustration was not rendered 
applicable because the premises were fur- 
nished. He therefore gave judgment for the 
plaintiff for the amount claimed, with costs. 


REPAIRS TO A BOMBED 
BUILDING 


ARCHITECT’S QUEST FOR AUTHORITY. 


Messrs. Burpen, Ltd., of Charrington- 
street, Euston, a firm of cloth makers and 
waterproofers, and J. Douglas Scott, of Elgin- 
avenue, W.9, an architect, were summoned at 
Clerkenwell Police Court recently for exe- 
cuting a building or structural operation with- 
out the authority of a licence granted by the 
Ministry of Works and Buildings, Messrs. 
Burden, Ltd., pleaded ‘‘ Guilty,’’ and Mr. 
D. A. K. Morgan, counsel for the Director of 
Public Prosecutions, agreed to withdraw the 
proceedings against the architect. 

Mr. Christmas Humphreys, for Messrs. 
Burden, Ltd., said that since the factory was 
damaged the defendants had had to deal with 
eleven or twelve separate authorities. Some 
£4,000 worth of machinery was left exposed 
to wind and weather, and a valuable export 
business to America was held up. When Mr. 
Scott took charge for Messrs. Burden, said 
counsel, a good deal of work had already been 
done. An example of the way in which an 
elderly architect afterwards had to spend his 
time was provided by a letter he wrote to 
Mr. Ricks, a director of the defendant com- 
pany. He spent a Friday afternoon with the 
District Surveyor and the L.C.C., but was 
referred to the Ministry of Works and Build- 
ings, where he spent the Saturday morning. 
From there he was referred: to the Borough 
Surveyor of St. Pancras, who sent him under 
a new regulation to another authority which 
had been set up. 

“Tf this,’ asserted Mr. Humphreys, “is 
the way in which the ordinary citizen, trying 
to carry out what is reasonable in the circum- 
stances to protect his property and carry on 
with his war work, is treated, it is not the 
Crown which can complain about the beha- 
viour of Burden, Ltd., but Burden, Ltd., who 
are entitled to complain about the way in 
which they were treated by these Government 
Departments. I suggest that this is not a 
case in which Burden, Ltd., should leave the 
Court with the stigma of a conviction for 
what is really a technical offence.”’ 

The Magistrate (Mr. W. J. H. Brodrick) : 
Yes, I agree. The case will be dismissed 
under the Probation of Offenders Act on pay- 
ment of 50 guineas costs.—Zhe Times, De- 
cember 17. 


Building in Germany. 

A CORRESPONDENT WRITES: Building 
firms in Berlin are under the strict con- 
trol of the Minster of Labour. Some of 
these German firms have been sent con- 
scripted workers and are trying to keep 
them for their own permanent use by 
appointing them to their permanent 
staff. The Minister has now issued a 
decree stating that such procedure is 
illegal. For as a rule, workers are only 
conscripted for a limited period. This 
term “ conscription for a limited period” 
applies also to workers who have been 
conscripted ‘‘for the duration of the 
war” end to those who have been con- 
scripted for an unspecified time. In all 
these cases their appointment to the per- 
manent staffs of firms is forbidden. Par- 
ticular care is being taken that all 
workers appointed to permanent staffs 
are found to _be reliable in character and 
efficient, and new decrees are now known 
to be in preparation in Germany, which 
will stipulate that workers shall only be 
appointed to the permanent staff after a 
period of at least three years’ employ- 
ment with the firm.

AMERICAN AEROPLANE FACTORY 


UNUSUAL LIGHTING AND VENTILATING PROBLEMS 


ORIGINALLY started as a private venture by 
North American Aviation, a subsidiary of 
General Motors, on a site near the Hensley 
airfield owned by the municipality of Dallas, 
Texas, the factory here described was taken 
over by the United States Defence Com- 
mission while still under construction. It is 
intended to deliver finished planes to the 
United States army over a runway connect- 
ing the factory and airfield. 


Factory Details. 

It is claimed that the main assembly build- 
ing (Fig. 2) is the largest room in the world. 
It consists of 19 50-ft. bays in an east-west 
direction, one 150-ft. and 15 50-ft. bays in 
the north-south direction, with the 150-it. 
bay, for final plane assembly, extending 
across the north side of the building. This 
bay is 25 ft. high from floor to trusses; the 
height of the remainder of the building is 
16 ft. in the clear. The main roof trusses lie 
north and south, and are carried on 8-in. and 
10-in. wide-flange rolled columns on isolated 
spread footings up to 6 ft. square and 6 ft. 
deep. The trusses are light, as they carry 


only a light roof; the top chords in general 
consist of two 4-in. by 4-in. angles; the 
bottom chords are two 3-in. by 3-in. angles. 
The transverse trusses are similar in design, 
and the stee!work is divided into quadrants 
by expansion joints midway in both direc- 
tions. The floors in all buildings are 5-in. 
reinforced coacrete slabs on a 4-in. gravel 
cushion, with expansion joints 100 ft. apart. 
The concrete floor in the manufacturing and 
shop areas is not surfaced. Acrossthesouth end 
of the main building the processing rooms are 
separated from the main room by concrete 
block partitions. The engineering and depart- 
mental offices will be in a 150-ft. by 300-ft. 
mezzanine section, leaving the entire floor 
area for manufacturing purposes. 

The wall and roof construction is an inno- 
vation for this type of industrial building. 
The lower walls consist of a 12-in. thickness 
of concrete 5 ft. 6 in. high, but above this, 
extending to the roof line, is Robertson 
cellular metal siding, the cells or corrugations 
running vertically. This material is in sheets 
24 in. wide which interlock at the sides and 
can be cut to length with a power rip- 
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saw. Behind the metal exterior is a 1-in. 
fibre-board insulation backing, carrying a 
metal liner plate exposed on the inside. The 
roof is of cellular metal decking, insulated 
with 23 in. of fibre-board upon which is placed 
@ composition built-up roofing. Light steel 
purlins spanning between the trusses support 
the roof deck. 

To the east of the main plant is a plane 
storage building, 150 ft. by 300 ft., with 
300-ft. trusses, providing an interior free of 
columns. Sliding doors along the north side 
of this building disappear into end pockets to 
allow a 300-ft. clear opening. South of the 
plane storage are a 100-ft. by 150-ft. drop- 
hammer shop and a 100-ft. by 250-ft. foundry. 
South of the main plant are a paint storage 
building, 100 ft. by 100 ft., a power-house, a 
sewage treatment plant, and a million-gallon 
concrete reservoir. The water supply is from 
two wells. Areas around the buildings on the 
east are paved with! concrete. The parking 
spaces on the north side for office staff, and a 
525-ft. by 950-ft. car park to the west for 
plant workmen, are oiled surface. 

This type of building construction is not 
claimed to be bombproof, but it is felt that the 
design minimises the effects of bombing, for 
there will be no shattering of masonry in case 
of a bomb explosion. As a precaution the 
main doors to the west, used by employees 
entering and leaving the plant, are protected 
by @ 12-in. concrete baffle (Fig. 1) outside the 
door, 9 ft. high. 


Air Conditioning and Lighting. 

While the black-out feature is considered an 
important point in the design of the plant, 
the lack of windows is not entirely, or even 
basically, a result of black-out requirements. 
Rather, there was need for uniform tempera- 
ture throughout the plant, which it is difficult 
to provide if the walls contain much glazing. 
Therefore, windowless walls, air conditioning, 
and artificial lighting were the logical design. 
Studies showed that the internal sensible 
heat in the main building, including that 
from occupants, lighting, motors, and sun 
effects on walls and roof, would be 
17,919,000 8B.Th.U. Of this amount 
2,500,000 B.Th.U. comes from the lighting 
system, To offset this internal sensible heat 
it was estimated that refrigeration equivalent 
to the production of 2,800 tons of ice per day 
would be required, to be disbursed through 
the air-conditioning system. Four 700-ton 
‘‘ freon ’’ compressors were installed for the 
air cooling. 

Some of the process and store-rooms along 
the south side of the main building are not 
directly air-conditioned, but depend upon air 
leakage from the main room. This leaves a 
volume of 16,170,000 cu. ft. to be air-condi-

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tioned in the main plant. Nine air-condition- 
ing units, having a combined capacity of 
1,300,000 cu. ft. per minute, were placed in 
the main room near the roof. These units are 
enclosed on all sides and at the bottom, but 
open to the atmosphere through glazed 
enclosures. Because the units are enclosed, 
no light will show through the glazing. Each 
unit contains two 7,200 cu. ft. per minute 
blowers, air cleaners, and filters. Heat, when 
required, is supplied to the units by steam 
from the power-house. Lighting is based on 
the installation used by General Motors as a 
fluorescent lighting laboratory. There the 
lights were first placed to produce 45 ft.- 
candles at bench level, but studies and experi- 
ments ultimately reduced the lighting strength 
to 26 ft.-candles at this level, which is now 
regarded as ample and correct except for 
precision operations. Therefore the North 
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American plant lighting is designed on the 
26 ft.-candle basis. 

Light in the main building is supplied by 
7,000 fluorescent units hung 12 ft. above the 
floor. Each unit consists of three reactors, 
three condensers, and three 40-watt daylight- 
type fluorescent tubes 40 in. long, all mounted 
in a porcelain reflector. This lighting gives 
92 per cent. of natural north light at midday. 


Fast Construction. 

Construction started on November 13, 1940. 
Despite 34 days of rain, on which 14.2 in. of 
rain fell, 103 days later the main building was 
erected and enclosed, and work well advanced 
on the smaller buildings. The plant was ready 
for operation on April 6.

IN PARLIAMENT 


Farm Building Materials. 

Sm Wiiu1am Waytanpd asked the Minister 
of Agriculture if he would take steps to see 
that the 5s. licence on all tractors could be 
used to enable farmers to collect building 
materials required for the repair of farm cot- 
tages rented to their farm labourers in the 
same way as for the collection of materials 
required for food production. 

Mr. R. 8S. Hupson said that agricultural 
tractors licensed at 5s. per annum could be 
used to collect building materials required for 
the repair of such farm cottages under the 
same conditions as for the collection of 
materials, such as feedingstuffs and fertilisers, 
required by the licensee for food production. 


Repairs to Commons Chamber. 

Rear-Apmirat Beamisn asked the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of Works 
and Buildings what progress was being made 
with the repairs to the Commons Chamber in 
the Palace of Westminster; what architect 
was being consulted ; and whether a committee 
of the House, as representing prospective 
users and workers, would be set up to give 
practical advice. 

Mr. Hicxs said that preliminary informa- 
tion was being collected by the Ministry with 
a view to the preparation of plans and the 
starting of the work when hostilities were 
over. The fullest consultation with all in- 
erested parties, including the Royal Fine 
Xe Commission, and an advisory committee 
of the House, would take place before new 
plans were adopted. 

Rear-ApMIRAL BEAMISH.—Will the Minister 
bear in mind the possibilities of modern 
acoustics, decoration and vote-recording, and 
the hope that three words may be placed 
over the chair which are so pregnant in 
regard to our past, present and future: 
‘Lest We Forget’’? 

Mr. Hicxs.—I thank the hon. and gallant 
member for that suggestion. 


Labour in the Building Trade. 

Mr. Dunn asked the Minister of Labour 
whether he was satisfied, in view of the man- 
power situation in the building and civil engi- 
neering industries, that the control over the 
disposition of labour was adequate to ensure 
the best and most economical use in the 
national interest. 

Mr. AssHETON said that the Ministry of 
Works and Buildings and his Department 
were at present actively engaged in strength- 
ening the arrangements for control of labour 
in these industries, and it was hoped to make 
an Order very shortly under which : (i) the 
transfer of workers by contractors from one 
contract to another would be made subject to 
the consent of’a National Service Officer, (ii) 
employers would be requiréd to notify the 
National Service Officer of all terminations 
of employment, and (iii) workers on leaving 
employment would be required to report at 
an Employment Exchange. These steps were 
designed to ensure that labour in these indus- 
tries would be moved only to essential work 
and would be utilised to the best advantage 
and with the utmost economy in relation to 
the national need. 


War Damage. 

REAR-ADMIRAL BegamisH asked the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer whether persons who 
had erected buildings in defiance of an 
interim development order refusal would be 
paid compensation from the War Damage 
Commission, in view of the fact that local 
authorities had been urged to take note of 
such defiances under the provisions of the 
Land Charges Act, 1925; and whether, by an 
order or other means, he would protect the 
public against such claims on public funds. 

Sm K. Woop said the War Damage Act 
did not provide that the right to compen- 
sation should be lost because the damaged 
building had been erected although an in- 
terim development order was in force and 
permission had been refused. Section 7 of 
the Act, however, provided in certain circum- 
stances for the imposition in the public in- 
terest of conditions on payments made by 
the Commission. In the absence of details 
as to the particular building concerned, it 
was not possible to say what action the Com- 
mission could or would take. 


Prisoners on Building Work. 

Mr. WAKEFIELD asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works and 
Buildings why British workmen engaged on 
urgent war work were taken off that work 
to build a prisoner-of-war camp when num- 
bers of Italian prisoners of war doing nothing 
were able and available to build this camp 
for themselves. 

Mr. Hicks said that as a civilian depart- 
ment, the Ministry of Works and Buildings 
was not using prisoners of war for building 
work,the approved policy being that their use 
for this purpose should be confined to Milita 
Departments, such as the War Office, whic 
could undertake both technical supervision 
and also the provision of guards and ad- 
ministrative services. 


Woodwork Contracts. 
Mr. McKintay asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works and Build- 
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ings whether he was aware that furniture. 
manufacturing firms of old standing in Scot- 
land were being refused schedules and speci- 
fications by his department; who drew up 
the list of approved firms; and who was re- 
responsible for the exclusion of Scottish firms. 


Mr. Hicks said that Government contracts 
for woodwork were now being replaced only 
with those firms whose retention in the wood- 
working industry was considered to be essential 
to the war effort. The compilation of the list, 
which of course involved the omission of 
English and Welsh as well as Scottish firms, 
was undertaken by the Industrial Capacity 
Committee on which the main Government 
purchasing Departments were represented. 


War-Time Building. 

Sir WaLpRon SmirHERs asked the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of Works 
and Buildings whether he had considered the 
Report entitled War-Time Building, which 
had been sent to him, published by the Asso. 
ciation of Architects, Surveyors and Tech- 
nical Assistants; and what action did he 
propose to take. 


Mr. Hicks said he had, and in response to 
their request the Association had been in- 
formed that representatives of the Ministry 
would be glad to discuss some points arising 
a report with members of their Com- 
mittee.

S.E. Society: Brighton Chapter Appointment. 


Mr. E. A. Vercer, F.R.I.B.A., County 
Architect to the East Sussex County 
Council, has been made Chairman of the 
Brighton District Chapter of the South 
Eastern Society of Architects. Mr. Verger 
succeeds the late Mr. C. H. Wallis, 
F.R.I.B.A., of Worthing. 


The Hyde Park Railings. 


Speaktna at a luncheon given by the 
Press Club to Lord Reith and Mr. George 
Hicks, the latter mentioned a little 
incident illustrating the value of tradi- 
tion. He said that since the Hyde Park 
railings had been removed the park- 
keepers were still punctiliously closing the 
gates at the appointed hour. 


Lancaster Master Builders’ President.

Lodging Allowances for Irishmen. 


The Ministry of Labour and National Ser- 
vice announces that it has been decided that 
men from Eire who are employed in Great 
Britain on building and civil engineering con- 
tracts to which the Uniformity Agreement 
applies and who have come to this country 
since June 1, 1940, will be eligible to receive 
the lodging allowance of 3s. 6d. a night, on 
the same conditions as apply to British 
workers transferred to such contracts in dis- | 
tricts other than those in which their homes 
are situated. In general, married men who 
maintain a home in Eire and unmarried men 
with similar responsibilities are eligible. As

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BOOK REVIEWS 


Ail About Architecture and Your Camera. 
By R. M. Fanstone. London : The Focal 
Press. Price 1s. 6d. 

This little book is the latest of the Photo 
Guides, those publications of the Focal Press 
which are so valuable an aid to all who are 
interested in photography. They are written 
in simple and thoroughly understandable lan- 
guage by men who are expert at their job. 

Although architectural photography is, un- 
fortunately, somewhat in eclipse at the 
present time owing to prevailing conditions, it 
will become of great importance when the 
time comes for national reconstruction, and 
this latest Photo Guide will prove very useful 
to the serious-minded amateur. The illustra- 
tions and diagrams are excellent, and em- 
phasis should be laid on the chapter on photo- 
graphy for the National Buildings Record, 
which is endeavouring to compile a library of 
photographs of buildings of architectural 
merit. A good deal of information is given 
about the type of camera and equipment 
necessary for this work, and the directions 
given have not been’ published before in such 
a simple and condensed form.

A Country House of the Elizabethan Period 
in Wales: Six Wells, Llantwit Major, 
Glamorganshire. (Cardiff: The National 
Museum of Wales and the Press Board of 
the University of Wales, 1941.) Price Qs. 


Six Wells was an Elizabethan house of 
small size, dating from about 1575, a former 
residence of the Deere family and for many 
years a farmhouse. Unfortunately, it was 
decided to destroy it in 1940, when the 
National Museum of Wales was authorised to 
preserve any structural elements desired and 
the Ancient Monuments Branch of the 
Ministry of Works and Buildings to measure 
and plan it in the public interest. The mono- 
graph under notice is the work of Sir Cyril 
Fox, Director of the Museum, who has had 
the assistance of Mr. H. A. James, of the 
Ancient Monuments Branch, and of Mr. L. 
Monroe, A.R.I.B.A., in the preparation of 
drawings, and other help which is duly 
acknowledged. The monograph is a careful 
account of the history and ownership of the 
house and of its planning and construction, 
accompanied by photographs and. measured 
drawings. The house was a pleasing example 
of minor Elizabethan architecture, and it is a 
great pity that it should have had to be 
destroyed. 


Alabaster Tombs. By ArtHur GARDNER. 
Cambridge University Press. Price 21s. 
net. Pp. xix, 218. With 305 illustrations 
in half-tone. 

The author of this learned, interesting, and 
beautifully produced book is the foremost 
authority on medieval figure ‘sculpture. His 
new volume is the first to deal completely with 
the subject of alabaster tombs, and represents 
an enormous amount of original research. He 
claims to have personally examined and photo- 
graphed practically all the 520 surviving ex- 
amples known, and has classified them in a 
very exhaustive appendix. In spite of the 
grim conditions of war and the current fashion 
for ‘‘ modernismus’’ among architectural 
students, his publishers evidently feel that 
there is still a public for a book concerned 
with one of the most noteworthy and success- 
ful of our historical crafts, particularly re- 
markable for its recording of costumes and 
armour during the age of chivalry. 

The chief seat of the craft was in Derby- 
shire and Nottinghamshire, near the alabaster 
quarries at Chellaston and Tutbury, and Not- 
tingham was the centre of the trade. From 
there, tombs and effigies were exported to 
most parts of England. There were other 
schools of alabaster. workers in York, London, 
and possibly Bristol. The range of examples 
begins about 1330 and ends with the coming 
of the Renaissance about 1530. The effigies 
were, originally, gorgeously coloured and 
gilded, though much of this decoration has 
since perished. It is rather disappointing to 
read that “‘ portraiture, in the modern sense 


of the word, cam hardly be said to have 
existed,”’ for one would like to feel that the

Materials of Construction: Their Manufacture 
and Properties. By A. P. Mus. Fifth 
edition, rewritten and edited by L. F. 
Raper. Publishers as above. Price 24s. net. 
Pp. xii., 564. Illustrated. ‘ 
Although these two substantial and impor- 

tant volumes cover much the same ground and 

must therefore be competitors, they are similar 
in format and may well be reviewed together. 

‘* Johnson’s ’’ is the earlier and bulkier of the 

two and, since its first appearance in 1897, has 

become a standard work, known throughout 
the English-speaking world of engineering 
research. It deals exhaustively with the sub- 
ject from the point of view of mechanics and 
of the mechanical, chemical and physical pro- 
perties of materials, and for twenty years was 
not revised. In this, the eighth and latest 
edition, although the scheme and core of the 
book have been preserved, the text and statis- 
tics have been revised throughout; 76 new 
illustrations have been added, and many 
others revised; new methods of testing vari- 
ous materials are described; new types of 
cement, concrete and iron receive attention; 
the chapter on fatigue has been rewritten ; and 
there is an entirely new chapter on ‘‘ Metals 
for light-weight construction.’’ The contents 
of the present edition include : Mechanics and 

Mechanical Testing (139 pp.); Timber (94 

pp.); Stone (25 pp.); Clay Products (39 pp.) ; 

Cement and Plaster (105 pp.); Mortar and 

Concrete (115 pp.); Metals (287 pp.); Paints 

and Varnishes (14 pp.). 

Messrs. Mills’ and Rader’s book, which is 
about two-thirds the length of the new ‘‘ John- 
son’s,’’ was first published in 1915, and has 
now attained a fifth edition. Its scope varies 
from ‘‘ Johnson’s ’’ in that it does not contain 
a long general section on mechanics and 
mechanical testing; the space devoted to 
metals is proportionately rather longer, and 
to timber much less, and there is a chapter 
on ‘Organic Plastics.’’ This last is an 
entirely new addition, in which the pro- 
perties and applications of a number of new 
materials are described. Other new features 
are chapters on the service requirements of 
metals; fresh information on metallography 
and metallurgical processes, on Portland 
cement and on clay products; a brief treat- 
ment of glass building blocks; and a new

The two books under review contain much 
matter in common, but there are some differ- 
ences, and serious students of building mate- 
rials will find them both useful, as comple- 
mentary to each other. 


Brass Chandelier: A Biography of R. H. Best, 
of Birmingham. By his son, R. D. Bzsr. 
Geo. Allen & Unwin, Ltd. Price 15s. net. 
Pp. 251; illustrated. 

Mr. R. D. Best is justified in his decision 
to perpetuate his father’s memory by this 
biography. Robert Hall Best (1843-1925) was 
a manufacturer of brass chandeliers, etc., in 
Birmingham. . During his long business career 
he was able ‘‘to march with the times as he 
ventured from oil through gas to electric light 
fittings.”’ His firm was founded by his 
father, who died in 1863. After an unhappy 
interlude, it was refounded as ‘‘ Best and 
Lloyd”’ in 1868, and thereafter prospered 
exceedingly. Best. was an individualist, an 
inventor, a keen craftsman, a Conservative, 
a Nonconformist, a social reformer, a great 
reader, a musician, and a sportsman. But this 
book devotes special attention to his remark- 
able career as a business man, typical of 
vigorous provincial life in Victorian days, 
and, so his son tells us, especially characteris- 
tic of Birmingham during the ‘‘ Chamberlain 
period.” 

To our readers there are special aspects 
of that career that make a particular appeal. 
There is the plan and description showing the 
haphazard expansion of his works, so dif- 
ferent from the ideal layout that might have 
been. There is an amusing account of the 
‘small Doric temple of cast iron,’’ correct in 
every detail, which supported the beam of the 
beam engine in those works. There are reve- 
lations as to how he obtained designs for his 
products. Lastly, there is a full account of 
his gallant and so nearly successful attempt, 
only prevented by the outbreak of war in 
1914, to introduce into England the system of 
day continuation schools for young appren- 
tices (including his own), which he had seen 
and admired during his frequent visits to 
Germany. If, as some people expect, his wish 
is to be realised after the present war is over, 
part of the credit must go to R. H. Best. 


Fire Protection and A.R.P. Year Book. 
Lomax, Erskine & Co., Ltd. Price 7s. 6d. 
net. Pp. 324. 

This handy volume appears to be in its 
second year of publication; obviously it is of 
great topical interest at the present time. The 
first half of the book, comprising lists of the 
principal fire brigades, fire officers and A.R.P. 


’ officers, is not of such interest to the build- 


ing industry as the second half. This latter 
contains useful information on Government 
Departments concerned with A.R.P., also on 
institutions and commercial associations which 
are solely or incidentally concerned with the 
same. work; authoritative articles on decon- 
tamination of persons, clothing and building 
materials; on the resistance of structures to 
collapse under air attack; on the rot-proofing 
of sandbags, and on fire-proofing compounds ; 
standard specifications for fire-fighting appli- 
ances, for the fire resistance of structures, for 
the equipment of air-raid shelters, and for 
black-out materials; an interesting chrono- 
logical list of great fires in the past, from 
240 B.c. to a.D. 1936; hydraulic tables; infor- 
mation about bombs and poison gases; and 
finally a trade directory of fire-resisting mate- 
rials and appliances. ‘ 
On page 211 there occurs the following 
paragraph about the work of the Building 
Research Station : ‘‘A programme of work on 
the fire resistance of elements of structures 
has begun.

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EXTENDED CONTROL OF . 
CIVIL BUILDING 


DEFENCE REGULATION 56A REVISED. 


As from January 1, 1942, a revised Defence 

tegulation 56A will come into force, which 
will extend the existing control over work of 
construction, reconstruction and alteration, to 
include the foilowing :— 

Repair (including the repair of war damage). 

Maintenance of premises. 

Decoration. 

Demolition. 

Protection 

attack. 

The position after January 1 will be that no 
operation consisting of work of any or all of 
the above categories (excluding maintenance) 
will be permitted in the United Kingdom if 
the total cost of such operations exceeds £100 
unless a licence to carry out such work has. 
first been obtained from a Regional Licensing 
Officer of the Ministry of Works and 
Buildings. In addition, no work as above- 
mentioned (including maintenance) may be 
carried out on any single property in the 
United Kingdom if the cost of such work, 
together with the cost of any other such work 
carried out on that single property during the 
12 months immediately preceding, exceeds the 
sum of £100 unless a licence has first been 
obtained in respect of such -work.. The 12 
months’ period will be veckgned as the 
12 months immediately preceding the date of 
application. 

The position as regards Local and Highway 
Authorities and Public Utility Undertakings 
remains unchanged. Such authorities and 
bodies require as at present to obtain an 
authorisation from the appropriate Govern- 
ment Department for work of construction, 
reconstruction and alteration only, the cost of 
which exceeds £100. 

Norre.—In computing the cost of an opera-

Explanatory Details. 

The existing Regulation controls building 
operations consisting of work of construction, 
reconstruction or alteration, as follows :— 

(a) Operations carried out by local or high- 
way authorities and public utility 
undertakings have to be authorised by 
the appropriate Government Depart- 
ment if the cost exceeds £100; 

(b) Operations carried out by other persons 
have to be licensed by the Ministry of 
Works and Buildings, if the cost 
exceeds £100. 

Class (a) remains unaffectel by the new 
Regulation, but so far as Class (b) is con- 
cerned the categories of work are extended 
to include demolition, repair (including repair 
of war damage), decoration, protection against 
hostile attack, and maintenance. 

The revised Regulation introduces a new 
method of control—namely, a system of 
‘ rationing ’’ applicable to a single property. 
The old Regulation only restricted operations. 
This restriction is retained, but in addition 
the new Regulation provides that the total 
cost of all work of the kinds specified above 
which may be done on any single property 
(i.e., generally speaking, on a Schedule A 
unit) in a year must not, without a licence, 
exceed the sum of £100. : 

This rationing system is largely necessi- 
tated by the inclusion of ‘ maintenance ”’ 
work within the control. Its inclusion means, 
in- effect, that a licence from the Ministry of 
Works and Buildings will almost certainly 
be required if only one man is permanently 
employed on the maintenance of a single 
property, because wages are included in the 
£100 limit. 

The Ministry will grant an annual licence 
in respect of maintenance where more than 
£100 has to be spent on essential maintenance 
work on a single property during any one 
year. This licence will be granted in advance 
for the year and will allow the building owner 
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to carry out (subject to such conditions as 
may be specified) the numerous small items 
of work necessary for the maintenance of the 
property. 

These various changes have been made to 
the Regulation because it is at the present 
time more necessary than ever to cut to the 
minimum all building work and to allow only 
such work as is absolutely essential and 
cannot be postponed. The country’s urgent 
demands for man-power must be met, and 
the Minister of Works and Buildings has been 
called upon to ‘implement his undertaking to 
release men from the building industry. By 
reducing all building work to the minimum 
the public will be helping the war effort, and 
it is hoped that they will give their whole- 
hearted co-operation to this end. 

The Ministry has published a new. third 
edition of the ‘‘ Notes for the Guidance of 
Applicants,’’ and all persons undertaking or 
about to undertake any type of building work 
or decoration should obtain a copy of the 
Notes and make certain whether or not a 
licence is required for the operation or work 
which they propose to undertake. Copies of 
the Notes may be obtained from, and any 
inquiries concerning the Regulation should be 
addressed to, the Regional Licensing Officers 
of the Ministry of Works and Buildings, who 
are stationed in the following towns : London, 
Edinburgh, Cardiff, Leeds, Tunbridge Wells, 
Reading, Cambridge, Manchester, Birming- 
ham, Nottingham, Bristol and Newcastle.

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NATIONAL HEALTH AND PEN- 
SIONS INSURANCE CHANGES 


The Ministry of Health announce that, in 
consequence of the passing of the National 
Health Insurance, Contributory Pensions 
and Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1941, the 
following changes will operate from 
January 5, 1942 :— 

(1) Non-manual workers will be compul- 
sorily insured unless their remuneration 
exceeds £420 per annum (instead of £250 as 


Litherto). This brings health and pensions 
insurance into line with unemployment 
insurance. 


(2) The rate of the weekly health insurance 
contribution will be increased by 2c, of 
which ld. is to be borne by the employer 
and 1d. by the worker. The effect on the 
combined health and pensions insurance’ con- 
tribution will be to raise it to 2s. in the 
case of a man and to ls. 7d. in tke case of a 
woman. Of these contributions the werker’s 
share will normally be 1s. for a man and 10d. 
for a woman. 

(5) The ordinary rates of sickness and dis- 
ablement benefit wiil each be increased by 
3s. a week. 

The Ministry state further that, in view of 
statements which have been published that 
as from January 5 National Health ana 
Pensions Insurance cards may be stamped 
kalf-yearly instead of weekly, it is important 
that employers should. ascertain from the 
Ministry of Health (Cashier, A.G.D. 3), 
Insurance Department, Blackpool, Lancs, the 
conditions under which the change can be 
made. 

Full particulars will be supplied by the 
Ministry, but permission to make the change 
will only be given in cases where tkere are 
at least 100 employees. 


ELECTRICAL 
CONTRACTING WAGES 


In accordance with the Wages (War) 
Adjustment Agreement of November 24, 1939, 
the National Joint Industrial Council declares 
that the Cost of Living (War) Addition of 
18s. 4d. which by the Declaration dated 
August 27, 1941, operated as from the first 
pay-day in September, 1941, for the pay- 
period covered by that pay-day, shall also be 
payable as from and including August 14, 
1941, to the end of the pay-period prior to the 
pay-week covered by the first pay-day in 
September.

Building and Quantity Surveyors: National 
Service. 


THE cancellation of deferment for per- 
sons under 25 recently referred to in the 
Press does not apply (states the Journal 
of the Chartered Surveyors’ Institution) 
to certain exempted occupations, includ- 
ing building surveying and quantity sur- 
veying. Building and quantity  sur- 
veyors, therefore, below the age of 25 are 
still eligible for deferment under N.S. 100 
procedure. Nor does the cancellation of 
deferment apply to postponement certi- 
ficates granted on grounds of hardshjp, 
e.g., the postponement of call up given 
to a student to enable him to sit for an 
examination vital to his career.

ENGAGEMENT OF LABOUR 


PROSECUTION FOR EMPLOYING WORKER 
OTHER THAN THROUGH EXCHANGE. 


A case of great importance to employers 
was heard at Spilsby on Monday. illiam 
John Vamplew, builder, of Friskney, was 
summoned by William E. Whiteman, Skegness 
Employment Exchange manager, for engaging 
a worker in the building industry otherwise 
than by notifying the local Employment Ex- 
change on or about July 7. r. Brooks 
represented the Ministry of Labour. 

Defendant said he pleaded guilty to employ- 
ing the man. 

Mr. Brooks said it was alleged that 
defendant engaged a worker named Cooper 
without having notified the local Employment 
Office that he had a vacancy to fill. 

Cooper asked defendant for a job, and de- 
fendant told him he could start on the Satur- 
day by helping to repair an institution, which 
had been damaged by enemy action. The 
defendant throughout was extremely reason- 
able, and it was not regarded as a serious 
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ease. He told them that he knew he should 
not engage a man who was already in work 
without going to the Employment Exchange, 
but.in that case the man was out of a job, 
and he thought he was quite in order in 
engaging him. It was no doubt a mistake 
honestly made. The defendant was warned 
in May by the Ministry when he engaged a 
man who was already employed. The present 
proceedings were brought not so much in 
regard to a penalty as to secure publicity. 
The sooner people knew they could not do 
that sort of thing the better. 

_ Defendant said the man finished at his old 
job and at once called upon him on his way 
home, and he told him they had plenty of 
work on a job where the men had been work- 
ing 74 hours a week, and he thought he could 
employ him. He thought as he was not then 
employed he need not report the matter. The 
man was still in his employ. 

The magistrates were of opinion that the 
purpose of the prosecution had been attained 
and fined the defendant 5s.—Lincolnshire 
Standard, December 13.

ENGAGEMENT OF LABOUR 


PROSECUTION FOR EMPLOYING WORKER 
OTHER THAN THROUGH EXCHANGE. 


A case of great importance to employers 
was heard at Spilsby on Monday. William 
John Vamplew, builder, of Friskney, was 
summoned by William E. Whiteman, Skegness 
Employment Exchange manager, for engaging 
a worker in the building industry otherwise 
than by notifying the local Employment Ex- 
change on or about July 7. r. Brooks 
represented the Ministry of Labour. 

Defendant said he pleaded guilty to employ- 
ing the man. 

Mr. Brooks said it was alleged that 
defendant engaged a worker named Cooper 
without having notified the local Employment 
Office that he had a vacancy to fill. 

Cooper asked defendant for a job, and de- 
fendant told him he could start on the Satur- 
day by helping to repair an institution, which 
had been damaged by enemy action. The 
defendant throughout was extremely reason- 
able, and it was not regarded as a serious 
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case. He told them that he knew he should 
not engage a man who was already in work 
without going to the Employment Exchange, 
but in that case the man was out of a job, 
and he thought he was quite in order in 
engaging him. It was no doubt a mistake 
honestly made. The defendant was warned 
in May by the Ministry when he engaged a 
man who was already employed. The present 
proceedings were brought not so much in 
regard to a penalty as to secure publicity. 
The sooner people knew they could not do 
that sort of thing the better. 

_ Defendant said the man finished at his old 
job and at once called upon him on his way 
home, and he told him they had plenty of 
work on a job where the men had been work- 
ing 74 hours a week, and he thought he could 
employ him. He thought as he was not then 
employed he need not report the matter. The 
man was still in his employ. 

The magistrates were of opinion that the 
purpose of the prosecution had been attained 
and fined the defendant 5s.—LZincolnshire 
Standard, December 13.
